AN impressive majority of dele- 

gates voted last week to stop 
thé proposed merger of the Li- 
beral Party with Herut, after 
several years of close coopera- 
tion in the Gahal “alignment. 

This came as the climax of a 
tense and often unpleasant con- 
vention of the Liberal Party. A 
general trend has emerged in Is- 
racl in the past few years 
towards the formation of larger 
political parties and the elimina- 
tion of the old small groups 
which for so long characterized 
political life in Israel. a 

The Liberais and Herut joined 
in Gahal in 1965, partly because 
they saw some hope of offering 
an alternative government fol- 
lowing the split in Mapai. The 
Liberals thought they might get 
more votes with the help of Mr. 

Begin, while the Jatter and his 

“ colleagues thought they would 

" benefit from the political re- 
spectability of the old General 
Zionists, themselves in the Li- 
beral Party, and often party to 
coalition governments in the past. 
It is no secret that the Liberals 
were very much opposed to leav- 
ing the Government of National 
Unity a year ago, and would be 
Lappy πὶ 8 jcuiuation, ercse Bete 
bring them back in. Mr. in, 
who would like to rtd the 
merger, is now paying the price 
for his insistence on pulling 
Gahal out of the coalition long 
ahead of any real decisions on 
the future of the areas. 

The Liverals, like their Gen- 
erai Zionist predecessors, have 
always been pragmatists rather 
than fundamentalists. They join- 
ed some of the early Ben-Gurion 
cabinets, they cooperated with 
Mapai in the Jewish Agency 
Executive and other bodies. They 
were more at home ing 
Ministries and municipalities in 
which they had Jong and valu- 
able experience, than being in 
opposition. However, the Li- 
berals wanted the best of two 
worids. They wanted the votes 
and the prospect of becoming an 
alternative Mapai. Yet the 
union between a party represent- 
ing an preen renee with 
one attracting a large proportion 
of urban, specifically oriental and 
ofen unc proletariat, 
was not a happy one. Their 
leaders. and Mr. Dulzin expres- 
sed this very frankly, feel that 
they cannot stand aside at the 
time when the country is under-! 
#o0inz a tense period and crucial" 
decisions may bave to be taken. 
They fail to see why the power 
struggle inside Herut has to keep 
them out of the government. 

The convention itself was the 
scene of some turbulent scenes, 
especially when the party's 
eompiroller raised what 
termed financial malpractice by 
tse Histadrut faction of the 
Liberals.

erash victims 
found off Sinai 


Jerusalem Post Milltary Correspondent 
TEL AVIV. — The bodies of ten 
Israell soldiers killed in Thureday’s 
heHcopter crash off the north Sinai 
coast πᾶνε been recovered, the 
army spokesman said last night 
There were no survivors. Names of 
the victims are not expected to be 
made public, although all fa- 
miles have now been informed, 

At 5.30 p.m., when the ‘copter was 
flying over water about 200 metres of 
the Sinal coast between Rafeh and 
Fl Ariah, it suddenly lost altitude 
and plunged downward. A local Be- 
duin saw the aircraft bounce off 
the water’s surface once, then sink 
into the ‘Mediterranean, which at 
that spot is only about five metres 
deep. 

The Beduin rushed to the nearest 
army outpost, where he reported 
that “a plane fell into the sea.” 
Army sources Indicate that the 
crash was also noticed by a shore 
tracking station in the area. 

Army units in the area hurried 
to the scene In the gathering dark- 
ness, but spotted no one. Night fell 
before a full-scale rescue operation 
could be mounted.

US. can’t 
mediate and 
send arms’

Egyptian news media yesterday 

continued to ignore the presence in 
Cairo of American diplomats Mi- 
chael Sterner and Donald Bergus, 
while saying that Washington must 
stop sendmg arms to Israel If it 
wants to continue its efforts at 
Middle East mediatlon. 

In sts main commentary yester- 
day. Cairo Radio sald that Egypt 
had once again told the U.S. that 
a “timetable for a complete Israeli 
withdrawal” must be drafted before 
an interim Suez Canal arrangement 
is discussed. It did not indicate 
whether Egyptian officials had made 
these points in their talks with Mr. 
Sterner, head of the State Depart- 
ment’s Egypt desk, and Mr. Bergus, 
the American charge d'affaires 11 
the Egyptian capital 

The Egyptian statements seemed 
a clear sign that the Bergus-Sterner 
mission was not making any prog- 
ress, Developments can hardly be 
expected before Foreign Minister 
Mahmoud Riad returms to Cairo 
later this week, from an East Eu- 
ropean tour. 

There has been no tndication 
when Sterner and Bergus will meet 
with President Sadat. So far, the 
two diplomats have held talks only 
with Hafez Ismail, the Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs, and with 
Under-Secretary Salah Gohar. 

{In Washington yesterday, State 
Department spokesman Charles 
Bray labelled as “not true” Beirut 
reports that Sterner and Bergus 
were seeking a five-month grace 
period in which to work out a 
Middle East settlement.

The ‘reguiar terrorist forces, 
probably about 3,000 strong, are 
fenced in by the Army along the 
wooded slopes and deep valleys in 
the Afioun-Jeragsh area, some 25 
miles north-west of here.

At a closer look, bowever, one is 
leas sure of that similarity, which 
has not stood the acid test of prac- 
tice. The crucial fact: is that in 
Sweden labour and management ne- 
tionwide organisations have been 
collaborating voluntarily since 1088 
while in this country their collabo- 
ration is expected to be enforced. 
Also the Histadrut’s relationship with 
the trade unions, the parties, and 
the state administration, is a way 
different from that of the Swedigh 
LO, while our Liaison Bureau ts 
stil much too weak to develop a 
policy of its own. 

Moreover the situation here is 
characterised by rising activity of 
militant labour groups, which re- 
ject national ility — some- 
times even revolt against the His- 
tadrut headquarters — which is 
more akin to the British frée-for- 
811. Lastly, the British draft is 
unique in that its major features 
are a joint product of a Labour and 
a Conservative government, which 
should clear it from as suspicion of 
being biased. 


In fact, the main objective of 
the Industrial Relations Bil, about 
to be tabled by the Heath govern- 
ment, is not to prevent wage hikes, 
but to regulate the manner in 
which they are carried out. In true 
democratic traditionit leaves every- 
complete freedom to act as 
he thinks fit, provided he is ‘ready 
to bear the consequences.

Legal action 

The bill details the legal actions 
open to a management hurt 
by the strike, the holding of & 
strike ballot (which decides whe 
ther the union leaders, or the strik- 
ing men are responsible for it), 
the eventual intervention of the 
various state agencies (Industrial 
Tribunals, Arbitration Courts, the 
Commission on Industrial Relations, 
and the Home Secretary in case 
of a national emergency) which may ἢ 
try to end the conflict for legal, 
or economic reasons. However, 
these details are of secondary im-, 
portance, and largely reflect spe- 
cific British conditions. 


What really matters is that trade: 
union activity {collective bargain- 
ing) is now felt too be in need of 
public supervision and control, both | 
as regards its inner structure and | 
its wider implications. Neither 
work orders vor individual fines 
or other sanctions against the 
strikers are envisaged in the Dill, 
but the union or the strike leaders 
may be held responsible and pu- 
nished for either damage caused or 
contempt of court.

bill become law, it will spell the | 
beginning of a new era, in which.

The British TUC still have se-' 
veral cards up their sleeve. They!

sert in wage agreements clauses 
saying that the agreement is not 
legally binding, that employers will 
not dere to take misbehaving unions 
to court for fear of damaging re- 
lations with workers. But the tide 


seems to be turning against .them. 


Whether or not the effect will 
‘be a slower. rise of wages is an- 
other question. ence has 
shown that legally enforceable col- 
lective agreements (eg. in the 
U.S.) and compulsory arhitration 
in industrial conflicts (e.g. in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand) may still 
result in an upward wage pres- 
sure with inflationary consequences. 
But at least the public will be 
given a chance to oppose, and — 
perhaps — to control this develop- 
ment. i

To -our surprise, 
the second lan; after Hebrew, 
in terms .of the number of calls, 
is French. Arabic is almost never 
requested; perhaps this is be- 
cause most of the immigrants from 
the Arab countries speak French.” 

Immigrants‘ estions, according 
to Mr. Weiss, cover all the areas in 
which pewcomers have special 
rights — housing, taxation, etc. 

“Recently we've had a lot of calls 
from people who claim that they 
got less than some other immigrant. 
Many people want to know why they 
get less than immigrants from Rus- 
sia. I suspect that Immigrant A of- 
ten has incorrect information about 
what Immigrant B got. But, of 
course, here we can suggest; 
that the immigrant turns to the Min- 

istry.” 

Mr. Weiss says his operators have 
all been taught to “be polite and 
patient with the immigrant. Often 
they don’t know how to explain 
their problems and we have to de- 
vote a lot of time to each call. 

“Tg an immigrant calls us, some- 
thing is bothering him,” said Mr. 
Weiss, which makes the whole oper- 
ation sound slightly Ike Immigrants 
Anonymous. 

One newcomer called Yedaphone 
to find out the meaning of the 
Hebrew phrase kruv nitsanim.

for Moscow machine 


MOSCOW (AP). — A Russian re- 
searcher has built 2 machine that 
reproduces ἃ distinctive sound for 
every muscle movement of the hu- 
man body, Tass reported last week. 

Such a device, the Soviet news 
agency said, could be used to help 
sur; master their precise arts, 
Tetrain invalids in basic skills such 
as walking, or even help a discus 


thrower or figure-skater reach peak with 


form. 

Igor Ratov, chief of the Biomedi- 
cal Laboratory at the Moscow 
Scientific-Research Institute of Phy- 
sical Culture, calls his machine a 
“myophone.” The word “myophony” 
in Greek meang “singing muscles.” 

“A Dblomedical signal from each 
muscle, having passed through an 
amplifier and detector, actuates ita 
own sound generator operating on 
ἃ certain frequency," Tass said. “And 


perfect a certain skill — a surgeon, 
athlete or invalid — would make 
movements and the machine would 
Play a “muscular melody,” recorded 
on magnetic tape. Then the person 
would try to duplicate the melody 
his movements, 

“At present, Ratov is discussing 
the use .of myophove with well- 
jmown figure skaters,” Tass said. 

Dr. Zaven Atayev of the Moscow 
Skifassovsky Clinic said that patients 
with broken bones who have not 
been able to move for a long time 
“will literally be able to bear the 
faint sounds of the seemingly hope- 
less muscles. And the doctors will 
be able to judge how recovery is 
proceeding.”

The Registrar of Trade Marks 
found that the respondents’ conten- 
tion thet they had not imported 
the Darmol because of the high 
customs duty payable on it and he- 
cause the Israel climate is not suit- 
able for chocolate-coated medica- 
ments, did not constitute “special 
circumstances in the trade” with- 
in the meaning of section 22 (1) 
and that, therefore, the appellants 
had duly proved that there had 
been mo use of the trade mark 
during the two years immediately 
preceding the application for can- 
cellation. The Registrar refused, 
nevertheless, to order cancellation 
of the trade mark on the grounds 
that he did not think cancelletion 
was desirable, and that it was with- 
in his discretion to come to. such 
8. decision. } 

The sppellants appealed against 
this decision, their counsel arguing 
that the Registrar had no discretion 
in the matter once the holder of 
the registration was proved to have 
fafled to have used it for a period 
of two years prior to the applica- 
tion for cancellation, and, alter- 
natively, that even if the registrar 
had been entitled to use his dis- 
cretion he should still not have 
refused to capcel registration ‘of a 
trade mark which had not been 
used for so long a period of time.

Judgment 

Justice Witkon, who deHvered 
the main judgment of the Supreme 
Court, Justice Many concurring, 
said that he was inclined to agree 
with the Registrar’s opinion that he 
did have discretionary powers, 
which opinion was based on the 
English rule that a trade mark 
registrar has powers of dMscretion 
circumstances (see 


1970, R-P.C. 139). 

He for his continued Jus- 
tiea Witkon, would have thought 
thet once the legislator had est- 
ablished special and explicit causes 
for canceliing registration of trade 
marks, then a trade mark should 
be automatically cancelled, if one 
of these causes exists. the

He then went on to review 
the existing situation in the orga- 
nization of the State Religious Edu- 
cation Division and to make it clear 
that “there will be no infringement 
on the status quo of the State Re 
Ugious Division.” 

Mr. <Allon’s compromise is es- 
sentially an elaboration of the pre- 
sent supervision system and should 


offer more room for manoeuvre for 
the State ‘Religious Division At 
present, there is ἃ district Inspec- 
tor to whom both general and rell- 
gious schools are responsible except 
for specifically religious subjects. 

Mr, Allon is offering a district 
director with a status above the 
present district inspector. Below him 
wil be Δ “regional assistant for 
State Religious Education,” who 
will be directly responsible to Mr. 
Yehuda Kiel, the Director of the 
State Religious Division at the Min- 
istry in Jerusalem. 

However, the regional assistant's 
tt duties will be to consult with the 
district director, and not to make 
recommendations. 

The formula does mean 
that even for simple administrative 
meetings between the principals of 
generel and religious schools, there 
wil have to be consultation with 
the regionat assistant, While the 
proposal may make the State Relli- 
gious Division people feel freer, it 

ig likely, if accepted, to make the 


present system of administration 
even more complicated and un- 
wieldy. 

It will mean that the channels 
of communication between the Min- 
ἐπ Ὁ and the schools will become 
even more extended, and national 
planning, especially in sensitive areas 
such as the school reform and pri- 
mary schoo] integration, will become 
even more difficult.

As for Sinai’s future, they sald: 
the final borders will be based on 
its strategic importance. They held 
that the gap between the proposals 
of the U.S. and Egypt for the re- 
opening of the Canal and that of 
Israel was unbridgeable. It also 
urged intensification of urban and 
rural settlement of the territories. 

The Liberal Party called for re- 
ducing the number of Cabinet Min- 
isters to 12.
